“TOMORROW IN PARIS HERR JOACHIM 
1 * votf Ribbentrop, Germany’s Foreign 
i Minister, will discuss with Premier Daladler 
a French-German nowar accord. If this shall 
be signed by the representatives of the two 
governments concerned, it no doubt will be 
pinned to the other pact which Prime Min¬ 
ister Chamberlain snd Rclchsfuehrcr Hitler 
signed on behalf of Great Britain and the 
Third Reich at Munich. 

To Premier Daladier’s Radical Socialist 
party newspaper, L’Oeuvre, however, tomor¬ 
row’s business in Paris looks a little “fishy’’ 
in Its coincidence with Italy's agitation for 
French Tunis, Corsica, and Nice. This dally 
says flatly: "It is a trap" Today in the British 
House of Commons, by the way, Prime 
Minister Chamberlain spoke as follows: 
“Nothing in the Anglo-Itallan agreement of 
April 16 affects in any way our obligations 
toward France, and while Tunisia, Corsica, 
and Nice are not specifically mentioned in 
the negotiations prior to that agreement, 
they are covered" by that part of it “which 
deals with the maintenance of the status quo 
In the Mediterranean." 

Mr. Chamberlain also aaid that the British 
ambassador in Rome had boon instructed to 
tell Italian Foreign Minister Count Clano 
that recent "incidents” against France would 
tend to have a detrimental efleet bn the 
prospects of collaboration between the four 
Munich powers. But from Clano’s reply "it 
Is clear that the Italian government do not 
associate themselves with the demonstration, 
and have no Intention of departing from the ! 
undertakings they have already given us." 
On that account the Prime Minister "can see 
no reason to alter the arrangements" for his 
visit to Rome next month. 

When Mr. Chamberlain so gleefully dis¬ 
sociates the Italian government from the re¬ 
cent demands by the Chamber of Deputies, 
and by Mussolini’s Journalistic mouthpiece 
Signor Cayda. tn connection with French ter¬ 
ritory he automatically raises the Inquiry 
as to why, if these "developments" were not 
inspired by the inner council of the min¬ 
istry, snd consequently might be supposed 
to be embarrassing to it, there is no sugges¬ 
tion of admonition for those responsible. We 
hazarded the guess the other day in these 
Columns that It was a new application of the 
old dodge of kite-flying—this time to see how 
the French political wind was blowing.

World events have done much 
to put the pastime of fortune- 
telling on a mass production basis.

From the days of ,Wy- 
clif-fe till now these prophecies, 
add their interpretations - often 
ridiculous—have induced people 
to do ail sorts of things which 
they otherwise would not have 
done. For instance, the first cru¬ 
sade- was launched partly because 
some agitators of the day con¬ 
vinced key people that the year 
1000 was to be the beginning of 
the age of pea tv so clea rly pre¬ 
dicted by all the biblical prophets. 
The popular reaction was to go 
to war in the Holy Land. John 
Knox wrote letters from Switzer¬ 
land inciting the people to mur¬ 
der Bloody Queen Mary and her 


lead Inevitably to what is going 
on in Germany -today—namely 
bestial persecution of a whole 
people. Not until men are ready 
to think of themselves as human 
beings first, rather than as Cana¬ 
dians, Americans, Frenchmen. 
Englishmen. Germans or Japa¬ 
nese, can there by any hope of 
real peace or stable prosperity in 
this world. 

MOTHER SHIPTON THE BEST 

COME YEARS AGO there was 
celebrated one of the centen¬ 
aries of “Old Mother" Shipton, 
the English fortune-teller or pro¬ 
phetess. who lived In the Middle 
Ages. I was on the Montreal 
Witness at the time and we were 
deluged with extracts from the 
Shipton prophecies.
